FOR CAPON SHIPPERS 


Early in the season when fresh 
killed chickens are soft meated and 
fancy the demand for capons is lim- 
ited but just as soon as the fresh 
chickens commence to get coarse 
meated, hard and staggy, high class 
trade turns to capons. Dealers want 
fancy, however, and rather than buy 
a poor capon, trade is inclined to 
stick to the coarse chickens. It is 
important, therefore, that capon 
shippers should have their stock of 
fancy quality, as otherwise the ca- 
pons will not go into high class 
channels and high prices are out of 
the question, as ordinary trade will 
pay little or no more for a poor ca- 
pon than for a coarse chicken. Some 
buyers would not pay as much, on 
account of the feathers which many 
retailers consider a nuisance be- 
cause of the increased labor. In some 


cases, shippers will have fancy ca- 
pons, and instead of shipping them 
separately they mix in slips and un- 
desirable birds, lessening the value 
of the entire package very material- 
ly. Even when capons run fancy, if 
the boxes or barrels contain a very 
small proportion of undesirable 
birds, the buyer can see nothing but 
the poor stock. 

Many shippers do not realize the 
importance of proper plucking and 
in most cases the capons are mark- 
eted with too many feathers on. 
Such stock will not sell at full 
prices, regardless of the quality of 
the capons. All feathers should be 
removed as with other poultry with 
the exception of the tail feathers, 
the feathers on the last two joints 
of the wing, and the feathers on the 
last inch of the back.
